New Orleans, October 28.—Today’s record 
of new cases and deatis has not worked 
any material change in ‘the yellow fever 
situation, which, wh.le not as bright as it 
might be, is not regarded Ly the board of 
health officials as alarming. 

In the matter of fatalities the unfavora- 
ble weather conditions militates against 
the patients, though in comparison with 
the cases under treatment the death rate 
is not considered excessive. 

The first reports rece:ved this morning at 
the board of health indicated that the sit- 
uation Was improving somewhat, but later 
it appeared as though the day would be 
a record breaker in the matter of rew 
cases. There was.a lull, however, and 
the situat.on remains unchanged. 

Everything is being Jone toe ‘solate the 
cases. It is noticed that the disease has 
been spreading among children whose ages 
range from four to fourteen years. The 
board of health officials are hav:ng more 
work than they can attend to and the dis- 
infecting corps cannot fumigate premises 
as rapidly as is desired.

Change in Courthouse Deal Was 


Reached Yesterday, 
LUMPKIN SIGNS THE ORDER 


Treasurer Orme Is Restrained from Paying 
the City's Notes to the County. 


BILL SAYS THAT THE DEAL 1S ILLEGAL 


George W. Collier and C. W. Hunni 
cutt, Represented by Palmer & 
Reade, File a Redhot Peti- 
tion Asking the Court 
To Interfere. 


The climax in the fight against the pur- 
chase of the courthouse property by the 
city was reached yesterday when Judge 
Lumpkin placed his signature to a bill en- 
joining the city of Atlanta and Treasurer 
Orme from paying the notes which the 
city gave the county commissioners. 

The petition for injunction was brought 
by Mr. George W. Collier, a taxpayer, 
whose last year’s tax receipts shows he 
paid into the county treasury the sum of 
$2,800, and Mr. C. W. Hunnicutt, who paid 
last year city taxes to the amount of 
$1,784.20. The plaintiffs are represented by 
Messrs. Palmer and Read. 

The bill, which sets forth all the facts 
in the situation, declares that the notes 
were issued by the city and delivered to 
the board of commissioners of roads and 
revenues without authority and that the 
transaction is clearly illegal and the deal 
should be declared vold. 

To the origina! petition is attached the 
opinion of City Attorney Anderson, in 
which he says the notes are not legally 
issued. There is also attached the resolu- 
tions of t.- board of county commissioners 
when the activi was first taken and there 
are several papers of importance in the 
case which are made a pert of the petition. 

After reading the bill Judge Lumpkin 
signed the order restraining the city and 
its treasurer from paying the no--« and he 
set the case for a hearing before u'm in 


chambers on November 6th, at which timé ~~ 


the city ts to show cause why the injunc- 
tion granted yesterday should not be made 
permanent and perpetual. 

City Attorney Anderson was out of the 
city yesterday, but service for the city 
was acknowledged by Assistant City At- 
torney J. T. Pendleton. Chairman For- 
rest Adair and Commissioner Jack Jd. 
Spalding are both out ur the city. 

What the Bill Sets Out. 


The declarations of the bill are quite in- 
teresting in view of the discussion that 
has resulted from the sale of the court- 
house property by the county to the city. 

After reciting the fact that the city ts- 
sued and delivered its five notes, each {ip 
the sum of $30,000, to the county on Sep- 
tember lith, it shows that none of this 


indebtedness has yet been paid, but that 
on November ist, which is next Monday, 
the first note of $30,000 is due and unless 
the court intervenes it wul be paid by the 
city treasurer to the clerk of the board of 


county commissioners, 

The petitioners charge that the notes 
constitute only ‘one transaction and are a 
pretended indebtedness of $150,000. 

It is declared that none of the notes were 
given by the city for money to supply any 
casual deficiency of the revenues or in- 
come of the city, or for a temporary loan 
to the city, but were given solely for the 
purchase of the courthouse property from 
the county. 

‘he aliegation is made in the petition 
that at the time the city gave the notes it 
did not have in its treasury a sufficient 
amount of money with which to pay the 
notcs. 

it is charged that there has been no pro- 
vision made by the city for the payment 
of the notes. 

It is shown that the mayor and council 
decided to submit the matter of time court- 
house purchase to the qualified voters of 
the city, which is required by iaw. it 
charges that the notes are lhiegal and 
shouid not be paid by the city. 

It is charged that the city did not have, 
has not naw, and will not have a suffi- 
cient amount of funds with which to pay 
the notes within one year, as is prescriped 
by the charter of the city, which was weil 
known to the mayor and the council when 
the indebtedness was incurred. 

The petition charges that the city and 
its officers first inquired of the city at- 
torney his opinion of the transaction and 
that he showed the illegality of the deal, 
nevertheless the notes were issued and the 
trade was made while his opinion was on 
file. 

The notes, says the petition, are worth- 
less and void for several reasons, one of 
them being that they are in direct violation 
of the constitution of the state as well as 
in violation of the charter of the city. 


Building Is Unsuitable. 
Another objection to the transaction is 
that the courthouse which was to become 


the property of the city under the terms of 
the nd for title executed by the county, 
is not suitable for a city hall and before it 
could be used as such there would be 
necessity for a great deal of money to be 
spent in remodeling the building and 
making it suitable for the purpose for 
which it was to used. 

“Petitioners charge,” says the petition, 
“that said courthouse was not built to be 
used for city hall by said city and the 
same is not suited to such purposes, and 
before it could be so used said courthouse 
would have to be remodeled, all of which 
would cost said city several thousand dol- 
lars in addition to the proposed purchase 
price and that said city has made no pro- 
vision for the cost of remodeling said court- 
house.”’ 

The petitioners state that they would be 
willing to abide by the vote of the tax- 
payers of the city, provided the proposi- 
tion relative to the purchase was submit- 
ted to the voters of the city as the charter 
of the city and the constitution of the 
state provide.

In fact, Senator A. O. Bacon has already 
Leen working on a plan looking to this 
end and has taken the project up with the 
chief of the department of mineralogy at 
the national capital. Several conferences 
have been held and the matter has received 
the friendliest interest at the hands of the 
officials of the department at Washington. 

It is understood that Senator Bacon has 
taken hold of the matter in earnest and 
there is reason to hope for valuable re-

sults. Having just returned from Wash- 
ington, where, it was learned, he had 
taken some steps along this line in addition 
to the special mission which took him 
there—the securing of a pardon for Lewis 
Redwine—The Constitution's representative 
in Macon called on the senator and asked 
him concerning the project looking to the 
further development of the Georgia gold 
fields. While he discussed the subject very 
freely and earnestly he declined to submit to 
a formal interview, and in consequence 
only the substance of the information 
given by him can be stated. 

The discussion he has had with the offi- 
clals of the United States geological sur- 
vey have been as yet purely informal, and 
more for the purpose of getting at the 
subject than anything else; nevertheless 
enough has been developed in these con- 
ferences to encourage) the hope that there 
may be brought about an active co-opera- 
tion between the United States officers and 
the state geo'ogical department in the ef- 
fort to solve the problem as to the best 
method of extracting the gold from the 
Georgia ores, 

Senator Bacon's direct interest in the 
subject was excited some six weeks ago by 
a conversation he had on a train with a 
mining engineer from the north who was 
then returning from an inspection tour of 
the gold fields of north Georgia. He pro- 
fessed to have had large experience in gold 
mining and said that the conditions in 
Ceorgia were different from those he had 
ever found elsewhere, and that one pecu- 
larity was that these conditions were so 
varying that the method suitable for the 
treatment of the ores of one locality would 
be found entirely unsuited for the treat- 
ment of the ores in another neighboring 
locality ht the state. 

On account of these peculiar conditions 
this engineer thougnt that the best metal- 
lurgists in the United States ought to be 
assigned to the task of making a careful 
study ‘and of determining for the benefit 
of the mining interest {tn Georgia the par- 
ticuldr treagment required by each locality 
to secure the best results in extracitng go'd 
from the ores of that locality. With the 
view of accomplishing this Senator Bacon 
has had these conferences with the officers 
of the United States geological survey. He 
found them very much interested in the 
subject, but at the same time sensitively 
considerate of the rights of the state geo- 
logical department, and of course nothing 
will be done otherwise than in full co- 
operation with our state officials. 


Bacon Talks with Walcott. 


Senator Bacon says that the conversa- 
tion he had in Washington last week with 
Professor Walcott, the director of the 
United States geological survey, was of 
the most interesting character. Professor 
Watcott is in his department one of the 
most learned and scientific men in America. 

In discussing the go'd ores of Georgia he 
agreed with the statement that the condi- 
tions were different from those anywhere 
else. In addition to other varying differ- 
ences, he said there was a general condl- 
tion of the Georgia gold ores found nowhere 
else that science had not yet learned how to 
successfully deal with, and on account of 
which it was as yet impossible to extract 
all the gold from the ores. Scientific men 
are working on the problem and it will 
doubtless some day be solved. 

In speaking of this Professor Walcott said 
that if he had a process by which all the 
gold could be extracted from the Georgia 
ores he would “rather have the Georgia 
gold fields than to have the Klondike.” 

“These were his very words,” said Sena- 
tor Bacon, “and coming from the head of 
the geological department of the United 
States they are certainly most remarkable 
and significant.’’ 

Senator Bacon is very deeply impressed 
with the importance of having an assay 
office of the United States government es- 
tablished in north Georgia if it is posstble 
to do so. Whether this will be found prac- 
ticable he does not now know, but he in- 
tends to make the effort to secure it. 

All this has developed since the adjourn- 
ment of congress and he has had no oppor- 
tunity to confer on the subject with Sena- 
tor Clay and the Georgia representatives. 
He is satisfied, however, that they will all 
recognize its importance and that each and 
all of them will join with him in the er- 
fort to develop this great and important in- 
terest of the state. 

With the senators and representatives all 
working for the accomplishment of the 
common end he thinks a great deal can 
be accomplished.

The initial visit of the dintinguished Ne- 
braskan to this city this afternoon was 
marked by a megnificent demonstration.

“These provisions do not apply to persons 
committing a capital crime. The. board of 
managers shall have power to allow pris- 
oners to go upon conditional parole under 
legal custody and under the control of the 
managers and subject at any time within 
the term of their original sentence to be 
reimprisoned in said reformatory. Of course 
the bill contains details not mentioned here, 
but the above are the salient featura3s.” 

To Protect the ’Possum. 

Yesterday's session droned away in the 
consideration of minor business. The only 
real enthusiasm broke out when the Mc- 
Cook bill, protecting the opossum during 
the breeding season, came up on final pas- 
sage and was enacted into law. The mem- 
bers then pounded their desks and jumped 
on the floor and whooped things up ina 
way which made the author of the Dill 
reconsider his determination not to be- 
come a candidate for governor. 

A great many local bills were introduced 
and Chairman Felder, of the general ju- 
dicilary committee, presented several meas- 
ures from that body. One of them prohib- 
ited the reporters and stenographers of the 
supreme court from practicing law before 
the court, and this was passed without op- 
position.

Mr. Fogarty objected that as bonds for 
title are not recorded, it would be impos- 
sible to tell who held such a bond.

The 
latest came from his own town of Lees- 
burg, and read as follows: 
More Property Offered. 


“Should the legislature at its next ses- 
sion decide to purchase land for agricul- 
tural purposes upon which to employ the 
convicts of the state, I wish to ofier for 
said purpose a body of land that I own 
in the western portion of Dougherty county, 
of this state, consisting of a continuous 
body containing 3,960 acres lying very near 
Ducker station. A railroad known as the 
Southwestern extension intersects this land, 
affording ample facilities for station pur- 
poses. Upon this body of land are two 
plantations known as ‘Hickory Levee’ and 
‘Silver Lake,’ placed upon which are the 
usual plantation buildings, besides fifty 
acres in fruit and nut orchards. About one- 
fourth of this body of land is being culti- 
vated and about one-half in original forest 
growth. 

“It is a fertile body of land, .dapted to 
any product of the climate of that latitude 
of our state. 

“The special reasons why I think this 
body of land adapted for the purposes of- 
fered are as follows: 

“1. There is upon this body of land a 
large quantity of hardwood timber, consist- 
ing of white oak, hickory, ash and other 
valuable woods. This timber is especially 
adapted for the manufacture of handles 
for hoes, picks, shovels, spokes, and a 
great variety of other useful articles. I 
can safely say that there is more than a 
million feet of the very best ash upon this 
property, besides an immense quantity upon 
adjoining property. 

“2. Upon this property and near the cen- 
ter is a flowing artesian well, affording 
more than 8,000 gallons of water per day, 
cool and pure. This is a guarantee that 
other weils can be bored to furnish any 
quantity of the best water. Thus our state 
can illustrate the great theory put before 
the world by one of our citizens, Mr. 
James R. Randall, of the county of Rich- 
mond, that persons who dr:nk pure water 
are exempt from malaria. The well upon 
this body of land has proven this theory 
of Mr. Randall. 

“3 To illustrate the fact that this section 
as well as a large area of the state of 
Georgia can be drained by a system of sub- 
terranean drainage by boring and placing 
a drain pipe in the swamps and ponds, as I 
have illustrated upon this body of land. 

“4. Above all, to illustrate to our people 
the wonderful agricultural and horticul- 
tural products that can be obtained by 
irrigation by means of artesian water. 

“This area of land is especially adapted 
to such a system. 

“T will be pleased to present these mat- 
ters in detail to the committee when as- 
sembled for their consideration. 

“The value that I place upon this land, 
taken as a body, is $ per acre. Very re- 
spectfully, JOHN P. FORT.”

'from Nashville telling of Atlanta’s par 
‘in the day’s celebration is, of course, 
gratifying to our civic pride, it brings 
with it no occasion for surprise. At-

and when she accepted the invitation 
graciously extended to her some few 
weeks ago by the management of the 
exposition to participate in the observ- 
ance of a special day to be set apart in 
her honor, she did so with the intention 
of making Atlanta day one of the most 
signal features of the exposition.

| Our Convict System. 


_ It is to be regretted that there should 
| be any serious division among those

‘of state convicts. The matter is of such 
(prime importance that it should be dis- 
}eussed on a plane high above individual 
| preferences, whims or prejudices. 

The Constitution is not wedded to any 
particular scheme of reform, and is op- 
posed to none that hag in it the essential 
‘elements of reform, Whatever is done, 
“we hope that the legislature will not 
| undertake to fly in the face of public sen- 
(timent by imposing on the state the 
present lease system. That has been 

‘tried and has been found wanting, ana 
or nearly thirty years has been the 
mitful source of disputes, contentions 

and attacks. 

So far as the profits of the lease sys-

It is useless to @iscuss this part of 
the subject at any great length. It has 
been threshed out in the newspapers un- 
til not a shred of argument is left to 
those who would take the convicts ffom 
the immediate control of the autthority 
that should deal with them. More than 
that, the governor has already an- 
nounced his intention of vetoing any 
law that leases the convicts to private 
parties. He made this one of the is- 
sues in his campaign, and his announce- 
ment of a veto met with the applause 
and approval of the people. In one 
sense, therefore, the re-election of Gov- 
ernor Atkinson may be taken as an evi- 
dence that the people of Gergia do not 
desire to see the present lease system 
perpetuated. 

As we have said, The Constitution is 
wedded to no particular project. It is 
in favor of the best; it is for the plan 
which promises most for the state, which 
carries out the spirit of the sentences 
imposed, and which, at the same time, 
gives the criminals an opportunity to re- 
pent of their evil deeds and leads them 
in the direction of reform. 

The Constitution is also heartily in 
favor of a reformatory—a house of cor- 
rection for juvenile offenders, so that 
the state may protect Itself against the 
evil effects of a policy which now tends 
to make of our penitentiary system a 
school where youthful offenders may 
graduate as hardened criminals,

The Public Lands. 

In spite of the fact that the govern- 
ment is steadily disposing of its public 
lands to homestead purchasers there still 
remains something over 600,000,000 acres. 
To those who have given the subject 
little thought these figures are perhaps 
surprising. 

Up to the close of the last fiscal year 
the public lands of the government were 
distributed among the various states anda 
territories as follows: Alabama, 532,- 
339 acres; Arizona, 54,400,211 acres; Ar- 
kansas, 3,922,042 acres; California, 43,- 
841,044 acres; Colorado, 4,037,204 acres; 
Florida, 1,797,662 acres; Idaho, 45,962,- 
855 acres; Kansas, 1,046,589 acres; Lou- 
isiana, 845,020 acres; Michigan, 522,431 
acres; Minnesota, 6,240,049 acres; Mis- 
sissippi, 441,220 acres; Missouri, 497,764 
acres; Montana, 71,432,917 acres; Ne- 
braska, 10,669,353 acres; Nevada, 61,578,- 
586 acres; New Mexico, 56,983,047 acres; 
North Dakota, 21,385,293 acres; Oklaho- 
ma, 8,105,238 acres; Oregon, 35,892,318 
acres; South Dakota, 13,250,718 acres; 
Utah, 44,207,270 acres; Washington, 17,- 
958.536 acres; Wisconsin, 454,107 acres; 
Wyoming, 49,341,588 acres, and Alaska, 
369,529,600 acres. 

Of course some of the public lands em- 
braced in the foregoing distribution are 
altogether too wild and rugged ever to 
be converted into homesteads, but such 
tracts often find purchasers in railway 
corporations seeking to open highways 
of travel through the sparsely settled 
and unfrequented regions of the wesf. 
At the close of the last fiscal year con- 
tracts with railways covering 10,000,000 
acres of land were pending. 


Mob Violence in Georgia. 

The strongest feature of Governor At- 
kinson’s message is his protest against 
mob law. It is a protest that should at>- 
tract the attention of all law-abiding 
men. The governor explains that he 
feels the more deeply on this subject 
because he has reason to believe that 
during his administration the lives of 
several innocent men have been sacri- 
ficed to the blind passion of the mob. 

One man was shot down by a mob 
that believed him to be guilty. When 
a question arose as to identity he was 
“salted down like a hog,” to use the 
governor’s vivid phrase, shipped to the 
place where the crime had been com- 
mitted, and found to be the wrong man. 
He was innocent, and yet his life was 
sacrificed to the blind fury of the mob. 
Could a more typical or a more disgrace- 
ful result of mob law be imagined? Is 
not the time ripe for the legislature to 
take steps to suppress the horrible and 
dangerous practice of lynching. 

It has been growing year by year, and 
side by side with it has grown the crime 
for which it is made the excuse: Is not 
that significant? Does it not show be- 
yond all question, indeed, that the ad- 
ministration of mob law is not a remedy 
for the crime of rape? The real ques- 
tion is, where is mob law to end? Where 
is the line to be drawn? In the state of 
Georgia, during the last three years, 
“seven men have been lynched for mur- 
der, and one man and one woman be- 
cause they were suspected of arson.” So 
says Governor Atkinson. 

Do not these facts show that mob vio- 
lence is gradually reaching out for new 
victims, that it is growing and spread- 
ing? If This be true, how long before 
every man’s life and liberty will be in 
danger? The proceedings of the mob 
are summary. It does not wait for evi- 
dence. It takes no testimony. It does 
not even wait for identification. If even 
one innocent man has been sacrificed to 
this growing thirst for blood, does not 
that awful crime cry out to the legisla- 
ture to devise methods whereby the 
officers of the law may be able to check 
and control the blood-thirsty spirit of 
those who seize upon the smallest ex- 
cuse to appeal to mob law? 

The governor’s protest not only pre- 
sents facts, but goes into a discussion 
of the subject,-and it disposes of every 
excuse that has heretofore been brought 
forward to shield those who violate our 
laws and disgrace our civilization. If 
there is any room for debate on this 
question, the governor shows that there 
is none for democrats, and he calls the 
attention of fhe democrats of the legis- 
lature that they were elected on a plat- 
form which declares that the party de- 
plores and denounces lynchings, and 
favors the enactment of such laws as 
will effectually prevent them. 

Quoting this part of the platform Gov- 
ernor Atkinson calls upon the democrats 
of the legislature to provide a remedy 
which shall be heroic and severe enough 
to prove effective, and he goes on to out- 
line certain changes that should be made 
in the la‘ to prevent unrmecessary delay 
and continuances that are asked Sor on 
trivial or frivolous grounds. The gov- 
ernor renews his recommendation that 
the law be so amended as to ptinish as- 
sauit with intent to rape with death un- 
less the punishment be reduced upon the 
recommendation of the jury trying the 
case, as may now be done when the 
charge is rape. 7 

The Constitution has charged the 
growth of mob violence to the law’s de- 
lay and to unnecessary continuances. 
Governor Atkinson says that there has. 


been no déiay in rape cases. This is 
true enough; but there have been unrea~ 
sonable and unnecessary delays and con- 
tinuances tn murder ‘cases, the proof of 
which ts to be found in some of the rec- 
ommendations made by the governor in 
the methods of procedure. Assuredly 
there has been no delay in Tape cases, 
but the delay in other cases that should 
be disposed of promptly have caused 
many good citizens to wink at mob vio- 
lence. 

But they cannot afford to do much 
more winking in that direction. Lawless 
and reckless men have taken advantage 
of the laxity of public sentiment in the 
matter to push forward schemes of pri- 
vate vengeance, and now the lust for 
lynching is a positive threat to the law- 
abiding people of the state. It is not 
to be justified nor excused in any shape 
or form. Governor Atkinson is right 
in asking for prompt legislation against 
this form of anarchy and terrorism. A 
public sentiment strong enough to make 
a resort to mob violence impossible will 
be of a slow growth, and it is, therefore, 
necessary, as the governor says, for the 
legislature of the state to pass such laws 
as will secure the reign of law in all 
parts of Georgia. 

We need not review the recommenda- 
ions made by the governor. They seem 
to be in the right direction. Yet he 
does not insist on them, but says that 
if they do not meet the approval of the 
legislature that body can pass other 
measures, which, if at all adequate, will 
be indorsed by him. The Constitution 
hopes and believes that the legislature 
will come up to the full measure of its 
duty in this matter. 


What Spain Offers Cuba. 

In holding out to Cuba the offer of 
home rule, Spain virtually admits her 
inability to subdue the island after near- 
ly three years of bitter and persistent 
warfare. 

What the exact character of Spain’s 
offer is appears from a recent interview 
with Senor Moret y Pendergast, the pres- 
ent colonial minister, published in The 
New York Herald. According to this 
reported interview Cuba is to be given a 
local parliament chosen by the people in 
the exercise of a free and unbiased suf- 
frage. The executive power is to be 
lodged jointly in a governor general and 
a local ministry, and while the ministry 
is to be chosen by the governor general 
its direction of affairs is to be supervised 
by the colonial parliament. This colo- 
nial parliament will also elect members 
to represent Cuba in the Spanish cortes. 
Of course this offer of home rule has 
about it all the outward semblance of 
fairness, but Spain has so often prac- 
tised deceitful arts in her dealings with 
Cuba that the insurgents are not to ba 
criticised if they are disposed in the 
present instance to look with distrust 
upon the offer of the home government. 
Says the colonial minister, in speaking 
of the salient features of the proposed 
offer of home rule: 

Such are, in the main, the lines of the 
future constitution of Cuba, so conceived 
that nothing shall be exposed to the arbi- 
trary behavior of persons in authority, nor 
is individual initiative hampered, nor are 
the essential powers of the government 
weakened, without which the powers of lib- 
erty become anarchy, and so, without one 
being able to say that the constitutions of 
the individual states in the union and their 
relations toward the federal states have 
sefved as a model] for the government being 


i prepared for Cuba, it is evident that in the 


order arranged great attention has been 
paid to all that is going on in the United 
States, and to the reforms which experience 
has shown have become imperative in them. 
Perhaps the referendum figures among the 
dispositions in question. 

With this autonomical constitution the 
government expects to bring to and end 
the unsettled constitutional state existing 
in the Antillas since 1866, and hopes that 
present parties will melt away, so that the 
politfeal life of that colonial commonwealth 
may be organized upon a basis of its local 
interests and own particular civilization, 
its leaders being freely chosen by the elec- 
tors, Whose influence will be exercised upon 
the spot itself by the local parliament, and 
in its turn by the imperial parliament, 
when the island of Cuba shall be represent- 
ed by the number of deputies who will be- 
long to their constituencies, just as in the 
other provinces of Spain. 

In spite of the generous terms in which 
Spain couches her present offer of home 
rule to the insurgents, it is not likely, 
from existing indications, that the of- 
fer will be accepted. Cuba is bent upon 
achieving her absolute independence of 
Spain, and nothing short of the com- 
plete realization of this aim will satisfy 
the longing for liberty; nor ought it. 
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The people owe no thanks to the re- 
publican administration that the gov- 
ernment wasn’t swindled in the Union 
Pacific deal.

“By congressional districts as they are 
row constituted the map shows, as I

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A prominent member of the state senate, 
who is a close friend of President.

Those who know the inside facts concern- 
ing the senatorial race will bear me out in 
my declaration that, had it not been for 
the loyal support—the unselfish and un- 
ewerving support—which Berner gave toe 
Atkinson, the governor would have been 
out of that senatorial race two or three 
days before he did get out of it. Senator 
Berner undoubtedly held in line for Atkin- 
son a number of men who might not have 
stuck had it not been for his personal work 
and his personal requests. He was abso- 
lutely unselfish in all that he did. 

“T have never agreed with the version of 
the race for the presidency which gives all 
credit for Berner’s victory, or any great 
portion of it, to Governor Atkinson or At- 
torriey General Terrell. They undoubtedly 
helped; but from my own knowledge I 
know that Berner won the fight through 
his own personal strength and through the 
work he did long before he came to Atlanta 
and the governor took a hand in the con- 
test. Of course, he was shrewd enough to 
get all the work he could out of the gov- 
ernor an dhis friends, and for that reason 
ran what the politicians call a ‘scared race’ 
clear up to the finish. It was good politics. 
The result was he won; but Governor At- 
kinson was not responsible for his victory 
any more than were others of Mr. Berner’s 
warm friends and supporters. When any- 
body writes it down that Berner has not 
strong personal following in Georgia, he is 
very far away from the facts.” 

“Wilt Fresident Berner be a candidate?” 
I asked. 

“He is the man to say as to that. I have 
no doubt when he decides to enter any 
race, whatever it may be, he will let his 
friends know, and will make a public 
statement of the facts. There is one thing 
about him which even his enemies and 
his critics will acknowledge, and that is 
he always fights out in the open. He is a 
bold fighter, not one of your under-the- 
surface fellows, and if wants any office 
he is going to say so,”

Go Into Business. 


When Lewis Redwine leaves the Ohlo 
penitentiary he will be faultlessly dressed 
in elegant tailor-made clothes and will 
reach his old home as though he had 
stepped out of a bandbox instead of a 


federal prison, 

Yesterday he received the telegram an- 
nourcing that his pardon was in the mails. 
The telegram was from his counsel, Colo- 
nel N. J. Hammond, and, it carried to 
the prisoner the first official information 
that a pardon had been granted him and 
ipat he had been restqred to citizenship. 

T.e prisoner read the yellow slip hurried- 
ly. He then rushed from cell to cell, cry- 
ing cut the happy news that he had re- 
ceived. Officers and wardens and prisoners 
elike congratulated the young man upon 
his good fortune and little else than the 
pardon wes discussed during the afternoon. 

kedwine says he is coming to Atlanta, 
avd in his old home he will begin life anew 
und will focget the past. He has declined 
to give out auy photographs to the news- 
papers, asking the warden to protect him 
from the newspaper reporters who assail- 
ed the prison office yesterday. 

From Columbus the following special was 
received by The Constitution last night, 
telling of the manner in which Redwine re- 
ceived tho first news of his pardon: 

How He Received the News. 

Columbua, O., October 28.—(Special.)—The 
following telegram was received at the 
state prison ioday addressed to Lewis Red- 
wine, the former cashier of the Gate City 
National bank, of Atlanta: 

“ *Washington, October 28.—Your pardon 
will come Friday evening or Saturday 
morning. N. J. HAMMOND.’ 

“Hammond is Redwine’s attorney and 
has been interceding with President Mc- 
Kinley for a pardon for Redwine in order 
that he may be restored to all his righis 
of citizenship. His term would expire on 
November 7th next anyhow, so that the 
pardon gives him liberty but little in ad- 
vance of the time which he would earn by 
the expiration, of sentence. However, the 
restoration of rights of citizenship is a 
great boon to Redwine. 

“He was overjoyed at the receipt of the 
dispatch from his attorney. The poor fel- 
low hardly knew what to say or how to 
act. He showed the message to his asso- 
ciates, and all at once congratulated him. 
He rushed downstairs to the deputy war- 
den’s office and showed him thé good news. 

“It took but a moment for the news to 
spread all over the big prison, and the 
pardon was the one topic for discussion and 
comment in every hole, shop and office. 
Officers and’ priSoners alike, that is, those 
prisoners whose privileges would permit 
them to do so, either called personally at 
the secretary's office or sent up their con- 
gratulations. 

‘Redwine has been employed as a book- 
keeper in the office of the secretary of the 
board of managers for the past three years 
and all his duties since he has been in 
prison here have been of a clerical nature. 
In the secretary's office he has Kept the 
accounts of the federal convicts in the 
prison. In his whole term he has not vio- 
lated a single prison rule and is well liked 
by all the prison officials, citizens, em- 
ployees and fellow convicts with whom he 
was brought in contact. 


His Health Is Better. 


“Tt is safe to say that had he been a 
state convict his record and his genial and 
kind disposition would have secured a par- 
don or commutation of his sentence two 
years ago when he suffered three severe 
hemorrhages of the lungs. Redwine told 
a friend a few days ago that he was nearly 
scared to death at the time, and really 
believed that if he was not pardoned he 
would not live to the end of his term. It 
now develops that these pulmonary hem- 
orrhages were not the result of tubercu- 
losis, as he feared. And he goes out of 
the prison in very fair health, but a little 
thinner than when he was brought here. 
He is thirty-eight years old now and looks 
even younger. 

“Several weeks ago he arranged, with 
Warden E. G. Coffin’s consent, to be meas- 
ured for two suits of citizens’ clothing. 
One of these is a dressy frock suit in fine 
black and the other a business suit. True 
to his fastidious nature, Redwine gave the 
tailor repeated ani careful orders for every 
detail of the garments, and he will appear 
in his old home in the south in a few days 


dressed as faultlessly as of old. 


Will Come to Atlanta. 

“He has arranged to remain with friends 
here a few days, then he will go direct to 
Atlanta. He says he will go into some kind 
of mercantile business there, but what it 
will be he does not yet know. 

“He called on Warden ,Coffin several 
days ago and made a last request. It was 
that no copy of his picture be given to the 
newspapers on the occasion of his dis- 
charge. He wanted to avoid the disagree- 
able notoriety. The warden acquiesced in 
this, and as the result, reporters were to- 


day denied copies of his photogr 
warden's office.” » graph at the

The buatd of health of Atlanta will hold 
a meeting this afternoon at 5:30 o'clock. 
It is the regular meeting of the board and 
nothing of any special importance will 
come up for consideration. 

Chief Veal, of the sanitary department, 
will make a report on the health situation 
in Atlanta and the sanitary condition of 
the city. This report will be of interest, 
as it will probably make mention of yellow 
fever and smallpox. 

The report will probably state that the 
smallpox is entirely under the control of 
the board of health and that there is no 
danger of a spread. It will show that 
there are at present twenty-three cases un- 
der treatment at the smallpox. hvuspital, 
one case having been sent out there yes- 
terday, 

There have so far been no deaths from 
the disease and a number of those who 
were sent out previous to October 9th 
have recovered and been dismissed. One 
who has recovered is still at the hospital 
assisting in attending to those who are 
still suffering with the disease. 

The report will show jAhat the city is in 
excellent sanitary condition and that every- 
thing possible is being done to keep it per- 
fectly clean. .The sewers are flushed every 
night as usual. 

Commor, the yellow fever patient on 
Haynes street, is considered better and will 
recover. He was able to sit up yesterday 
and igs greatly improved. At one time he 
was very sick and his life was despaired 
of. He improved after the first few days, 
however, and is now on the high road to 
recovery. 

Hammack, the patient at the detention 
camp, seems to be all right. He was suf- 
fering from an illness that was accom- 
panied by a slight fever and was sick for 
a few days. He is able to sit up. 

The child who was reported from Ira 
s'reet as a suspicious case seems to be 
all right and has no yellow fever. A case 
was reported yesterday as suspicious, but 
on investigation it was found that the per- 
son, who was a refugee from Montgomery, 
was suffering with a slight sore throat and 
had no symptoms of yellow fever. 

A few refugees continue to come to At- 
lanta and the city contains a large number 
who have come from Montgomery and 
Other points in Alabama. There is abso- 
lutely no fear here and yellow fever has 
now become a seldom discussed subject 
so far as Atlanta is concerned. 
BROUGHTON GOES TO NORFOLK. 
Minister Does Not Say Whether He 

Will Accept Call. 

Dr. L. G. Broughton, whose call to the 
pastorate of the Third Baptist church was 
announced some time ago and who subsé- 
quently came to this city, left for Norfolk, 
Va., Monday evening. 

His call to the pastorate of the Third 
Baptist was unanimous and during the 
time that the evangelist was in the city 
he was visited a number of times by the 
committee from the church and urged to 
accept. 

Whén Dr. Broughton left he stated his 
intention of returning in a short time, but 
did not state exactly when. Neither did 
he formally announce his intention of ac- 
cepting the call, but from his actions con- 
cerning the matter and from hints he let 
drop, the members of the church are led 
to belleve that he will come to the city as 
their pastor. 

Dr. Broughton is one of the best known 
ministers in the country. His series of ser- 
mons delivered in this city last year creat- 
ed a profound sensation among the church 
going people, and he was both severely 
criticised and upheld for his position on 
several subjccts. 

But be was generally acknowledged to 
be a preacher of great power and cruwus 
flocked to hear him. After his: sermons 
here he ieft the city and noth'ng more 
was heard of him until he received a call 
from the Third Baptist church. 

Some time ago the pastor of that church 
resigned. leaving the congregation without 
a head. A committee was at once appoint- 
ed to fill the pulpit and a number of m'n- 
isters were engaged to deliver sermons to 
the congregation. 

After a time, however, the committee 
made its report and ‘n it recommended 
that Dr. L. G. Broughton be called to the 
pastorate. This choice was at once seen 
by the members of the congregation to be 
a wise one, and therefore the report of 
the committee was adopted unanimously 
several weeks ago. " 

Dr. Broughton was then formally noti- 
fied that he had been called to the pasto- 
rate of the Third Baptist church, and he 
at once came to this city for the purpose 
of overlooking the field. Rooms were en- 
gaged for h’m at the Kimball house and 
these he occupied during the several days 
of his stay in the city. 

His departure was rather sudden, many 
of the members of the congregation being 
unawaré of his intention to depart. He 
announced, however, that he would return 
to the city and give his final answer in 
a short time, or he would write should he 
dec'ée not to accept during his absence. 

With th's he departed and the congrega- 
tion is now awaiting his answer. As has 
been said. it is very probable that it will 
be favorable, but this conclusion is drawn 
solely from his statements while here.

The blizzard that was swooping down 
from the northwest will have exhausted 
‘ts fury before it reaches Atlanta. 

The low barometer in the gulf region did 
not move off fast enough for the big snow- 
storm to carry out the swooping act, ard 
the best the cold wave could do was to 
fight its way along in the receding foot- 
steps of the hot area as it sauntered across 
toward New York. 

As a consequence, the warm section of 
the gulf will serve to tevaper thé cold wave 
with its genial breath of tropical air, and 
by the time tke blizzard reaches Atlanta 
it will be cdnsiderably warmer than when 
it buried Denver in a deep and disastrous 
snowstorm. 

But the wave is coming. It started this 
way, and there is nothing that can stop it. 
The only difference will be that it will not 
be a cold blizzard, but will be a cool psell 


of weather that will be nothing more severe - 


than a light frost and air that will demand 
overcoats. 

Mr. Marbury, of the weather bureau, said 
yesterday that an unlooked for change in 
the atmospheric conditions caused the 
storm to linger along the way, and that it 
would exhaust its severity before reaching 
here. He said that if the tow in the south- 
west had rushed off fast gnmough there 
would have been rothing to prevent cold 
air from the northwest rushing in after the 
warm air had departed. 

“It will be some colfer,’’ said Mr. Mar- 
bury, ‘but it will be nothing like it would 
have been had the cold wave got here on 
time. There will now be only a slight fall 
in the temperature, unless certain condi- 
tions arise, which is possible, that will 
Cause a new cold wave to rush across.”’ 

The faiiure of the cold wave to material- 
ize as advertised caused a great deal of 
disappointment to all except the coal deal- 
ers. Those who saw the advance notice of 
the coming of the blizzard at once rushed 
out for their coal dealer’s and purchased 
coal. 

The refugees were badly disappointed. 
They had hoped that the storm would 
bring freezing weather to New Orleans and 
the other infected cities. It was freezing 
in Texas yesterday, and frost may fall in 
New Orleans, although it is hardly possible.

Citizens of Mississippi Cannot Travel 
from One Town to Another in 
State on Certain Road. 


Mississippi has at last struck the final 
blow against railroad transportation in 
that state so long as the yellow fever ep- 
idemic continues. 

And the rigid rule just adopted by the 
state affects adjoining states and in it there 
is an effective lick against Atlanta. 

Under the latest decree of the state 
board of health of Mississippi it is now 
impossible for a citizen of Atlanta to enter 
the state of Mississippi under any cir- 
cumstance. Health certificates are no 
good in that state. Residence in the second 
healthiest city in the United States counts 
for nothing and Atlantians are warned 
that they will not be permitted to enter 
the borders of ‘Mississippi. 

And the health board of that state has 
gone further in its frantic effort to pre- 
vent the spread of yellow fever. The |at- 
est order is the most panicky, the most 
stringent yet issued. Citizens of Mississippi 
are now prevented from traveling from 
One town to another and yesterday half 
a dozen railroads entering the state of 
Mississippi through Alabama were practi- 
cally compelled to discontinue the running 
of trains of any kind. 

The situation with the railroads grows 
more serious each day and it is now prac- 
tically impossible to reach Memphis, Merid- 
ian, Shreveport, Little Rock or other pvints 
on or near the (Mississippi! river and in the 
northern part of that state by the usual 
routes. By the order of the state board 
of health only one or two roads can handle 
passengers or freight coming through Ala- 
bama and these roads run through Ala- 
fected district of Mississipp!, the southern 
part. 

The Southern’s Advices Yesterday. 

Yesterday the Southern railway officials 
located in Atlanta recetved the following 
advice of the latest quarantine of the Mis- 
sissippi state board and the same was be- 
ing distributed from the offices of Assis- 
tant General Superintendent Thompson and 
Assistant General Passenger Agent Hard- 
wick to the agents of the company: 

“No passengers shall travel from one 
town to another in the state of Mississippi 
on the following roads entering the state 
of Mississippi from the state of Alabama: 
The Memphis and Charleston, Kansas City, 
Memphis and Birmingham, Southern rail- 
way, Alabama Great Southern and Mobile 
and Ohio. 

‘‘No persons shall come into the 
state of Mississippi from places hold- 
ing non-restricted intercourse with 
Alabama on the above named roads.”’ 

“No baggage, freight or express, except 
that named in general moditied order of 
October 2ith, witl be permitted to be 
brougnt from one town to another un the 
above named railroads im the state of 
Mississippi, and no persons or baggage 
without the state will be allowed to come 
into any of the towns on the above named 
railroads in the state of Mississippl. 

‘‘In accordance with above we have dis- 
continued all possenger accommodations 
in the state of ‘Mississippi.’’ 
That part of the order which affects At- 
lanta is the rule which says ‘‘no persons 
shall come into the state of Mississippi 
from places holding non-restricted inter- 
course with Alabama on the above named 
reads.”" Atlanta is holding non-restricted 
communication with Alabama and for that 
reason Its citizens are now ordered te Keep 
out of Mississippi. 

What President Smith Says. 

Mr. George C. Smith, president and gen- 
eral maneger of the Atlanta and West 
Point railway of Alabama, stated yesterday 
that there has been no improvement in the 
situation so far as h*s road is concerned. 
The Selma branch is still tied up and travel 
is very light toward Montgomery und New 
Orleanga. ‘Most of the people of Montgomery 
who intend fo leave the city have already 
departed and the West Point is doing lit- 
tle business at this time. 

Mr. Smith says the people along his line 
are strongly hop'ng for a killing frost in 
the near future and that until a frost of 
the killing kind comes there is likely to be 
no ¢Sange for the better in the situation 
at Montgomery and ofier points. 


MYSTERY ABOUT MEYERS. 


Victim Under Treatment at 
the Grady Hospital. 


Harry Meyers, who claims to be a stereo- 
typer from Augusta, is lying at the Grady 
hospital recovering from the effects of an 
overdose of cocaine. 

The hospital officials were not a little sur- 
prised at the circulation of a report stat- 
ing that the man had vot into the jAospital 
without any one at the institution knowing 
anything about him and that the whole af- 
fair was a great mystery. 

Meyers went to the police barracks late 
Wednesday night, or rather early Thursday 
morning, and said he had taken too h 
cocaine by mistake and wished medical 
treatment. He was taken to the Grady 
hospital in a patrol wagon and assigned 
to a ward by the night physician.

The Bogus Money Is All in 25-Cent 
Pieces. 


THE SECRET SERVICE MEN ARE AT WORK 


The Government Officers May Soon 
Land the Band of Counterfeit- 
ers Operating in This City, 


Atlanta is full of counterfeit money. 
Every business man who handles money to 
any extent is offered the spurious coin 
each day and the merchants are constant- 
ly refusing the- bad money. 

The counterfeit is in but one size and 
denomination Qaurter dollars are the 
only p:eces offered. The money is usually 
presented in payment for some smail pur- 
chase, 

For counterfeit the money is very goo.l. 
It can be told from the genuine only after 
close inspection, unless it is thrown on 
the counter to ring. 

That there is a band of. counterfeiters 
operating in Atlanta seems certain. It is 
understood that the United States. secret 
service department has a man at work 
on the case, and it is expected that ar- 
rests will soon follow. It is ‘impossible 
to learn anything from the department 
on account of the stfict rules as to secfre- 
cy, but it is practically certa'n that the 
officers are wcrking on some clew. 

The counterfeit money is made of some 
kind of composition metal and when new- 
ly made the quarters look like silver. . Ex- 
perts say that the metal has a quant ty 
of glass in its composition to give the 
necessary hardness and ring to the coins. 

It would be very d fficult to discover the 
parties who are passing the coin. It seems 
that the money is now well distributed 
over the city, and doubtless many people 
handle it every day without knowing that 
it is counterfe-t . 

The counterfeiters find an easy mark for 
such small coins as quarters. and the small 
denomination of their vorodvct renders de- 
tection all the more difficult. 


DULL DAY AT THE CITY HALL 


Big Crowd Will Begin To Arrive Home |

REACHED NASHVILLE ALL RIGHT 


The Trip Up Was Uneventful and the 
Trains Went Through in 
Good Time.

The delegation will return home th's 
morning and the several institutions will 
résume their normal status. The special 
trains bearing the crowd will begin to ar- 
rive shortly after 8 o’clock and from that 
hour unt!l 10 o’clock the trains will roll | 
into the unton depot. 

The journey of the crowd to Nashville 
Weinesday nght was uneventful. The 
trains went through promptly and safely,

From Chattanooga to Nashv-lle nine sec- 
tions were run, each pulled by two bg en- 
gines. and in going up the mountains 
three engines were attached, carrying the 
heavy trains over without delay. There 
were twenty-seven sleepers crowded with 
Atiantians and all of the coaches were 
comfortably filled. 

Mr. Charles E. Harman, generai pas- 
senger agent, and Major J. L, McCollum. 
superintendent, went along with the crowd 
to Nashville to see that everything went 
smoothiv and they looked after the safe- 
ty of the passengers. The road’s best and 
mcst trusted train service men were se- 
lected to handle the trains, and from the 
engine men to the rear car men every em- 
ployee took special eare of the trains. 
The specials were run a considerable dis- 
tance apart to avert any possible danger 
of rear end coilis ons, and there was not 
the slightest trouble of any kind after 
the.trains left the city.

The circuit chasers arrived yesterday 
morning in their two special cars and a 
baggage car to carry their wheels. The 
two private cars, Ioianthe and Pickwick, 
are elegantiy fitted up. and the riders iav 
very comfortabie. They live in the cars 
and have their cooks aad porters along 
with them. In the morning they were vis- 
ited by the racing men in the city, and 
the time was pleasantly spent in handshak- 
ing and greetings. Champion Bald was 
One of the first to call, and the hearty 
way in which he was greeted was sufficient 
evidence of his popularity. 

Fred Loughead also went down to see 
the gang and received a warm welcome. 
Jimmy Michael dropped in with h’s bright 
smile and was given a hearty handshake 
by all of the party. At 1 o’clock dinner 
’ Was served and then preparations were 
commenced for a trip tu the track, 

Seen at the Track. 

By 3 o’clock all of the men were at the 
track and preparing for their first spin. 
It was a busy sight to see all of the riders 
and their trainers getting their trunks un- 
packed and putting their wheels in shape. 
One by one they went out on the track 
until there were about forty men all out 
at once, and it was a beautiful sight. nac- 
ing suits ef every known hue and de- 
seription flashed around the boards.

Of 
course I d:d not feel like getting into a 
row with a negro woman and sol appealed 
to the police. [I am afraid now when she 
gets out of the stockade she will do my 
mother, sister and myself some bodily 
harm. My brother Charley was the. only 
male protector we had, and now we are 
all aione.*’

HENDRIX ‘REPLIES TO SMYTH. 


He Produces a Statement and the Re- 
port of a Committee. 

Captain Hendrix has come back at Major 
Smyth and the republican merry war con- 
tinues, 

Here’s the 
Smyth's card: 

“Atlarta, Ga.. October 28, 1897.-—-Editor 
Constitution—In this morning’s paper you 
have a card trom W. H. Smytn not.cing 
my jletter of the day before. In this card 
Smyth seeks to shift the issue ana inchides 
in Fis card a solen:n aftidavit of the United 
States district attorney. Now 1 might, as 
litigants in the courts do sometimes, file a 
counter affidavit. but a truthful man’s 
word will be taken quite as quickly as his 
affidavit, especially im the afhuavit is made 
voluntarily, but being. determined to not be 
switched off of the main issue, I will rest 
the issue between the district attorney and 
myseif upon the inclosed card. 

‘*Atlanta, Ga., October 28, 1897.—A snort 
time before the appointment of H. A. 
Rucker collector of internal revenue, Mr. 
Alton Angier came to me and Said his 
brother Edgar had received a letter from 
Major Smyth requesting him (Edgar) to get 
Mr. J. C. Hendrix to help him (Smyth) in 
his fight against Rucker an that his 
brother Ed had requested him (Alton) to 
get me to influence Hendrix, but he (Al- 
ton) then said he had just seen iMr. Hen- 
drix and he had refused to help Smyth, 
and after hearing Hendr'‘x’s reason he said 
he did not blame Hendrix.

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OF ‘SCARLET WOMEN’ 


She Delivered an Interesting Address at 
the Y. M. C. A. Hall. 


MEN SHOULD BE CONDEMNED 


She Wishes To Inspire Interest in 
This Work and Asks Aid. 


TELLS OF THE GREAT INCREASE IN ATLANTA 


Two Hundred and Fifty Women Hear 
Her Plea and Many of Them 
Join To Help Her. 


The lecture of Mrs. Kate Waller Barrett 
at the Young Men’s Christian Association 
assembly hall yesterday afternoon was a 
strong plea for the of the fallen 
women of this city and elsewhere. 

Mrs. Barrett spoke very forcibly of the 
work and the imperative necessity for it. 
She tole of many things that made hig au- 
dience shudder at the thought of the hor- 
She described scenes in the 


rescue 


ror of them, 


lacge cities of this country that were 
tragic and pathetic about the “‘scarlet wo- 


men.’ She cited statistics to show that 
the werk was one of the greatest under- 
takings that charitably inclined people can 
follow. 

Mrs. Barrett Is the national superintend- 
ent of the Florence Crfttenden Home Mis- 
sions for Fallen Women. There are fifty- 
two of these homes and they have been 
established through the help of Dr, Crit- 
tenden, a wealthy philanthropist of New 
York She tekes the supervision of 
all the homes and makes a visit to them as 
often as her time will allow. She will be 
in Atlanta a f2w days and while here will 
examine into the work of the home and 
holp te make it a larger and more succcss- 
ful instituticn. 

The Crittenden home here stands fifth in 
order with the others of the United States 
and has been very successful since {ts be- 
ginning. It now has fifteen girls and ten 
children as inmates. Since its establish- 
ment it has done a great amount of work 
and has been the source of much good 
among the fallen women of this city. 

Mrs. Barrett began her address by say- 
ing: “I have always wanted to talk to the 
women of this city. When I was a minister's 
wife here I often wished I could have an 
opportunity to talk to them about this 
work ard the saving of the girls of this 
city. I have talked to the boys and for 
the boys, and I take a delight in that, but 
Il cannot see why We cannot give some of 
our time to the help of our girls. 

“TIT saw this building commence, and I am 
now proud to see it such a magnificent 
structure for the boys, but I want to 
know why it is that we cannot do some- 
thing for the girls. Why is it that we will 
go anywhere and do anything for the sake 
of the boys, but let the girls go down in 
so much shame as is happening around us 
every day. 

“Lon'’t you think that if we can. do s0 
much for the boys we can do something for 
the girls? I tell you that there is nothing 
that is as great a work as what We can 
do for ‘scarlet women.’ Do you think 
that it is too low for you to stoop to help 
these poor girls from their lives of shame 
and disgrace. God made us all alike and 
if we think we are in better attitude than 
others we cannot help them. When the 
door is open for this work as it is in this 
city we would enter it and do all we can, 
it is gratitude that we want to show. 

“You may think that these girls who are 
lives of shame are un- 
worthy of help, that they sought their own 
lives and should suffer for them, we can- 
not say that. We have no right in com- 
mon honesty to say they sought this life. 
No. it is not so. You know nothing of 
their inner life if you say that. The chief 
of police of the city of Pittsburg, who had 
held his position for twenty-two years, 
told me he had never known one of these 
girls that had sought a life of shame and 
depravity. Any one who has an opportun- 
ity to learn the truth must acknowledge 
that he is wrong when he says that they 
seek this condition. 

“There are some who say let the girls go 
and save the boys, but the one who will let 
suffering humanity continue on this pre- 
tense will have a controverysy with the 
Lord. It is a matter of your own respon- 
sibility. Save the boys! yes, save them; but 
the girls, too. It is said that a boy must 
sow his own wild oats, but a girl cannot. 

“The most crushing and saddest thing I 
ever heard was when a man was once in- 
troducing me to an audience, and in the 
course of his remarks he said: ‘Would to 
God that woman requires of man what 
man requires of woman! How absurd it is 
for a man to excuse himself from such 
vices and damn a woman. A woman ehould 
not marry a man who has polluted his life 
with sin when she is pure. The offspring 
of that mother should be made to suffer 
for the sins of the father. 

“It may be said that the hand that 
rocks the cradle rules.the world; but you 
may rock the cradle until the crack of 
doom, but nothing will come from that 
child if it has not pure beod. This is not 
a pleasant subject to talk about, nor pleas- 
cnt to hear, and the people who go abut 
and always are seying ‘hush!’ are the guilty 
ones. 

“tT honor man and manhood, and it is 
foolish to say that woman can be on a 
higrer plain’than man, we will rise and 
fall together. Will the men come up ao Us 
or will we go down to men. It ia the habit 
of thousands of people today to set aside 
the Bible for the magazines that teach the 
greatest depravity. The most popular 
novels of the day show it. 

Her Notes on Atlanta. 

“We are putting forward a little effort. 
In America there are 283,000 fallen women, 
50,000 in London and many on the continent 
of Europe. ‘We want somebody to hélp us. 
Years ago when I left this city the homes 
of these women were in two little’ blocks 
of squalid buildings, but now when I re- 
turn ] find that they have bullt large and 
handsome dwellings. They are supported, 
they must be supported by somebody, or 
else they would not be there. 

“Everything may fail, business may be 
de; ressed, and large commercial establish- 
ments may go out of existence, but these 
ceespools of vice go on forever. They are 
all stepping stones to hell. The taisery and 
honor of these unmentionable tragedies are 
many. 

“I am here because I can’t stand to see

I told some one that, and they were sur- 
prised at the number. I asked them what 
had become of the 43,000 that had died.

“We must help them. Save all of them.

Many have 
been driven into vice by these. I have seen
